The speaker drew a striking com- 
parison between the value of a new 
manufacturing enterprise as com- 
pared with a convention.

He cited figures from the last na- 
tional, census demonstrating 
that out of every dollar spent for Los 
Angeles- made products at least 43 
cents remains in our city. 3 

SUPPLY GOVERNMENT. 


In his talk Mr. Brock gave a 2 
scription of the industrial bureau and 
some of the things it has acdom- 
plished. “One of the enterprises. of 
the bureau has been the establish- 
ment of a government supply and 
contract service for the purpose 
bringing local manufacturers, jobbers 
and others into closer touch with the 
almost countless purchases by the 
United States government of supplies 
of every description,” he said. 

“The maintenance of this service 
has already resulted in our home es- 
tablishments receiving many orders 
for government supplies. The 2000 or 
more factories of our city cover many 
articles purchased by the government, 
and from now on many orders will 
be received for them.” 

He pointed out that the spirit of 
co-operation has spread from busi- 
ness of kindred lines, among assocta- 
tions in general lines, then among 
communities for general welfare, then

The dining-room setting was 
of Kenilworth oak tn the English Ja- 
cobean and Carolian periods of 1603 
to 1689, styles which prevailed during 
the reigns of James I, Charles I, James 
II and Charles II. A cluster gate-leg 
dining table, buffet, side table and 
china closet are unusually pleasing 
pieces with their beautiful carvings 
end shapely turnings. The dining 
chairs in this setting imported from 
France were particularly interesting, 
teing stately, with frames finished in 
English Kenilworth brown, and cane 
seats and backed, treated to harmon- 
ize with the brown oak wood. These 
chairs, of great decorative value, are 
used in halis, living-rooms, also as 
desk chairs, and are ideal for dining- 
room use.

JEWELRY’S OLDEST 
FORM IS BEADS. 


MODERN WOMEN AND PRE-HIS. 
TORIC BELLES USED THE 
SAME ORNAMENTS. 


All over the world now women are 
wearing beads. Dainty Parisians, 
stately Londoners, American beauties 
on Fifth avenue—or Grand street— 
have donned them at the dictate of 
fashion. And down on the Equator 
and up in the Arctic Circle the dusk- 
ler sisters of the earth likewise dis- 
play them—presumably at the com- 
mand of nature herself. 

For the bead seems to be co-eval 
with time, and not even science can 
discover the hour of its origin. Go 
back as far as we may to neolithic 
or even suspected paleolithic ages 
and we find among the charred debris 
of what were human homes, at a 
time 
roamed at large, these pathetic evi- 
dences of woman’s primordial co- 
quetry. 

Tiny river ber attest it —peb- 
bles rough in te&ture, unsymmetrical 
in form but each painstakingly 
pierced with a pointed flint. These 
pebbles come from a cave in La 
Dordogne, that region of France that 
stood high above the waters when 
the site of modern Paris was still be- 
neath the waves of the Atlantic. 

A little more regular, perhaps pol- 
ished by rubbing stone upon stone, 
are the longer beads found in pre- 
historic graves along the 
ranean littoral. And of a still more 
recent date are those colored and 
semi-precious ornaments found in all 
graves of the later stone and early 
bronze age. 

Up to this period only such soft or 
calcerous substances had been used 
as could be pierced by another stone 
or even a bone splinter. But with 
the introduction of a metal piercing 
instrument a more varied selection 
was made possible. And a certain 
amount of taste is shown in those 
pieces of malachite and other mineral 
ore in which rough gems are stin 
embedded—perhaps the oldest form 
of jewelry known. 


A Handy Tree. 

[New York Herald:] The thread- 
and-needle tree grows in nearly all 
tropical ccuntries, and in some places 
nearer home, where the climate is 
warm. It gets its name by which we 
know it from the curious formation 
of its leaves. At the tip of each leaf 
there is a sharp thorn, which is the 
needle. If you grasp it firmly and pull 
it out, there you are with a needle 
already threaded for your sewing. This 
fibre thread is very streng, and the 
Mexicans use it for weaving a coarse 
kind of cloth, as well as for sew- 
ing.

Every dainty, particular person 
naturally carries her own tollet ar- 
ticles when traveling; and one does 
not consider using those provided. 
Should an emergency arise, however, 
and the common property have to be 
used, it should be carefully wiped off 
before and after using.
